AUTO DEATHS IN U. S. 
IN 1921 ESTIMATED 


National Safety Council Says 
One Person Is Killed in This 


Way About Every 35 Minutes 


By the Associated Press. 


of persons killed in automobile acci- 
dents in the United States in 1921 
was estimated at between 12,000 and 
15,000, probably nearer the higher 
figure, at a joint meeting of the of- 
ficers of the public safety section of 
the National Safety Council and the 
managers of various local safety 
councils here today. The estimate 
‘was based on a comparison of the 
(1920 figures with reports already re- 
‘ceived from several cities and 
‘States. 

This is an increase of from 1000 
to 4000 over deaths from automobile 
,accidents in 1920, when approxi- 
|mately 11,000 persons were ktiitied. 
'Based on the higher figure, safety 
officials today said that a death 
‘from an automobile accident in 
‘1921 occurred on an average of ev- 
ery 35 minutes. 

While the number of deaths from 

accidents increased, it

War Crimes Commission Demands 
Surrender of Germans, 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Jan. 14.—Surrender of the 
Germans charged with offenses in 
connection with the war to the al- 
lies for trial is recommended in two 
resolutions adopted by the Interal- 
lied Comr@ission on War Crimes 
'made public today. 

The resolutions were adopted by 
the commission at its session held 
here on Jan. 6 and 7, in accordance 
with instructions from the Allied 
Supreme Council last August. 

The commission’s first resolution

The professional standing of Dr. 


John Barleycorn is an open question | 


among Missouri physicians, judging 
from a referendum recently taken 
by the Journal of the American Med- 
ical Association. Of 1098 physicians 
in the State who answered the Jour- 
nal’s questionnaire, 681 regarded 
whisky as “‘a necessary therapeut- 
ic:” 509 did not, and eight falled to 


gtate their opinions. 


Wine and beer. the other remedies 
fn Dr. J. Barleycorn’s’ satchel, 
were held in even less esteem, 404 
doctors voting for wine and 676 
against it, and 289 voting for, and 793 
against beer, in reply to the ques- 
tion: “Do you consider it a necesSary 
therapeutic in ithe practice of medi- 
cine?” 

Comments accompanying the re- 
plies, some of which are published, 
reveal the intensity of the contro- 
versity which exists inside the medi- 
cal profession on this subject, espe- 
cially with regard to issuing pre- 
scriptions for liquor. A Kansas City 
physician suggesting dividing the 
profession into two classes—consist- 
ing of those who issue such prescrip- 
tions and those who don’t—the latter

Not Without Sponsors. | 

But Barleycorn is not without par- | 
tisans. Many physicians report, 
knowledge of instances where pa- 
tients suffered unnecessarily, or even 
died, for the want of liquor.

is much incensed protest against | 
“political censorship of science,” | 
some physicians making complaints | 
on that ecore while declaring they | 
seldom or never call Dr. Barleycorn | 
into consultation or assistance. ) 

A 8t. Louis physician wrote that, | 
in a practice of 30 years, he had/| 
prescribed whisky frequently, and 
wine or beer with beneficial results, | 
however preferring wine or beer to, 
whisky. Now, he says, he is com- 
pelled to prescribe whisky exclusive- . 
ly in such cases, because of the re-| 
striction against wine and beer. | 

From the contrary viewpoint al 
Lathrop doctor wrote: “The doctor 
who is a boozer and likes it himself, 
is sure to think it necessary as a 
medicine. In my experience (of 
nearly €0 years) there are scarcely. 
any exceptions to this rule.” He adds) 
that he did not prescribe whisky 
during the influenza epidemie, and 
had less than 4 per cent of deaths in | 
such cases | 

Kansas City Comment. | 

An ominous comment came from | 
® physician of Kansas City, who 
said: “By the financial] benefits pos- | 
sible, it is a temptation to young men 
Starting out in the profession to do 
wrong. In the eyes of the public, 
the whole medical profession has | 
gone into bootlegging.” | 

Liquor’s medical standing is high- | 
er in the city than in the country. | 
It is in St. Louis and Kansas City | 
that its claims to respectability are . 
received more hospitably. On the 
question of whisky’s standing as a! 
“necessary therapeutic,” the total 
city vote was: Yes, 30: no. 185. 
Physicians in the rural districts 
voted on the same question: Yes, 
281; no, 824. < | 

At the time the questionnaire was 
Sent out there were 5921 registered | 
Physicians in the State. Question- | 
naires were sent to 1947 of these, | 
and 1098 answered them in full or 
Part, and returned them. It is from 
these replies that the figures are | 
taken. | 

St. Lonis Majority Is “For.” 

Of the 1751 registered physicians 
in St Louis, 531 received question- | 
naires, and 280 returned them. Of | 
these 180 regarded whisky as a 
necessary therapeutic agent, and 99 
did not. On beer, the vote was: Yes, 
96; no, 183. On wine it was: Yes, 
18; no, 132. Sixty-six St. Louis phy- 
sicians reported knowledge of in- 
stances in their own practice where 
Unnecessary suffering or death had 
Sccurred because of the enforcement 
of the prohibition laws; 201 reported 
RO such knowledge. 

There were 124 St. Louis physi- 
Clans who said they had found it ad- 
Visable to prescribe whisky and 89 
Who said they had not found it ad- 
Visable; 120 reported that they held 
Federal permits to issue prescrip- 
tions, and 124 reported that they held 
BO permits. 

Diversity of Replies. 

The present regulations limit phy-. 
Siclans to 100 prescriptions every 
three months. The questionnaire

Shibe’s financial assistance made it 
possible for the American League to 
establish a club in Philadelphia 
when it invaded National League ter- 
ritory in 1901. He owned, it is un- 
derstood, 50 per cent of the club 
stock, some of which was transferred 
to members of his family. Connie 
Mack is owner of the other 60 per 
cent. 

It was through Shibe’s aid that 
there was built here the first con- 
crete baseball grand stand in the 
major leagues.

Lambert Suggests Contest Be Made Central 
Event of Veiled Prophet Week. 


Bt. Louls has an opportunity to 
obtain the 1923 aerial race for the 
Pulitzer trophy, and Albert Bond 
lambert. a vice president of the 
Aero Club of America and foremost 
aeronautic enthusiast in St. Louis, 
believes that ft should be grasped. 
He suggests that the race be the cen- 
tral event of a program of aviation 
exhibitions and contests for Veiled 
Prophet week of that year. 

The Post-Dispat: h has been 
formed by Caleb S. Bragg, chairman 
of the Contest Committee of the 
Aero Club of America, that the club 
will consider a proposal from S8&t 
Louis, as well as proposals from oth- 
er cities for holding the 1923 trophy 
race here. 

Most Important Speed Prize. 

The Pulitzer trophy is the world's 
most important prize for speed in 
aerial navigation. It is a beautiful 
silver statue of a woman, holding in 
her uplifted hands an airplane, and 
typifying the Spirit of Speed. It is 
to be awarded annually until it is 
won twice in succession by some one 
contestant, when it will become that 
contestant’s property. It was do- 
mated by Ralph Pulitzer, Joseph 
Pulitzer Jr. and Herbert Pulitzer, for 
the purpose of furthering the art of 
flying. 

The first contest for the trophy 
was held on Thanksgiving day, 1$20, 
four times over a 33-mile course 
starting and ending at Mineola, Long 
Island. It was won by Capt. C. C. 
Mosely. U. S. A., who covered the 
132-mile distance in 44 minutes 29.57 
seconds, or almost three miles a min-

Third Contest to Be in Detroit. 

The third contest for the Pult 
trophy is echeduled to be held in the 
fall of 1922 in Detroit. That city had 
first claim on the 19821 contest, but 
yielded to Omaha after Secretary of 
War Weeks had ruled that army 
airplanes should not be used in the 
1921 contest, because of shortage of 
material and personnel. Detroit,

Lambert believes that if St. Louis 
can obtain the race that it should 
be held at the flying field at 
Bridgeton, St. Louis County, recent- 
ly opened.

Belleville, Ill., thence to a point in 
St. Charles County, Mo., thence to 
the start'ng points Such a course 
would provide emergency landing 
places at Scott Field and on the leve!

Lambert believes the flying con- 
test. if made a feature of Veiled 
Prophet week, would draw large 
crowds from outside points to St. 
Louis. It would be necessary, he 
says, to organize a meet, to give the 
trophy contest a proper setting, and 
to have secondary contests for cash 
prizes, besides offering a cash award 
to the winner of the Pulitzer trophy. 

tie estimates the cost of the meet, 
in Prizes, preparation of field, and 
other necessary expenditures, at $45,- 
Hoo ta $50 On. 

“The plane which wins the Pulitzer 
trophy in 1823 may have to make a 
speed of 300 miles an hour, or 65 
miles a minute,."’ Lambert said. “To 
stop after landing at such a speed, 
a runway not less than i400 feet 
long is needed 

“If all expenses could be paid by 
subscription. it would be desirable to 
conduct a free exhibition. If a gate 
fee were charged, some arrangement 
would have to be made to close 
county roads temporarily to automo- 
bile drivers not paying the entrance 
fee to the grounds, as the events 
could be seen as wel] from points 
along the road as within the flying 
field. 


Space for 4000 Autos Needed. 
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“Facilities for parking 4000 au-. 


tomobiles would have to be fur- 
nished at the flying field. In the 
recent Sunday fiving exhibition at 
Bridgeton 1500 cars were parked on 
the tract. 

“A slope adjoining the field would 
provide standing or sitting room for 
the public, without the requirement 
of a grand stand. Besides the St. 
Charlies and Natural Bridge roads 
for automobiles, the field is reached 
by the Wabash Railroad and the St. 
Charles electric line. 

Lambert believes the effort now 
| being made to establish a more ef- 
fective nation-wide aeronautical or- 
ganization will have a bearing on 
future contests for the Pulitzer 
trophy and future aviation contests 
in general.

25 per cent—to 30,000 from 24,000—which is the proportion of 
population increase for the whole census period of 10 years. 

The third question, dealing with arrests for violating the 
liquor laws, requires no analysis. In 1916 the chief violations 
were perhaps, against the Sunday laws and for selling liquor 
without a license, whereas in 1921 any selling of liquoor was 
an offense. The only thing that may possibly be surprising 
is that there were only about 10 times as many arrests last 
year as there were in 1916. 

The figures given in The World are prohibition agents’ as 
well as by the police. 

There was a marked decrease in the average population 
of the jails, prisons and workhouses of the metropolitan 
area. This was a daily average, reported by correction of- 
ficials. : 

Roughly speaking, about 1400 fewer offenders were serv- 
ing time 4n prohibition’s second year than were serving time 
in the so-called good old days. , 

As for the population of public institutions of welfare, 
although times are hard from a business standpoint, and 
poverty therefore should be more prevalent, 2474 fewer men, 
women and children were wards of the public last year than 
were in 1916. 

In the domestic relations courts there has been a simi- 
lar decrease. There were 1830 fewer such cases in the metro- 
politan district last year than in 1916, despite the increase 
in population. 

The final index in general conditions is to be found 
in the savings banks. The increase here over 1916 is $692,- 
000,000, a little more than 40 per cent. 


Statistics on Enforcement. 

Here are set forth statistics on the enforcement of the 
prohibition laws by the Civil and Federal authorities in the 
metropolitan area. They include the number of arrests, 
the number of cases that reach grand juries, those that are 
tried in court and convictions and acquittals. New York 
County, that is to say the Island of Manhattan (because that 
is the place where the greatest number of violations occurred), 
is taken up first. 

From Jan. 17, 1920, to Jan. 1 of this year, the number 
of cases that reached the attention of the District Attorney 
was 5934, although, of course, a much greater number of ar- 
rests were made. . 

Of these 5934 cases, magistrates dismissed 2678, leaving 


Prohibition Enforcement in “Greater New York” 


Of these, 1745 have been presented to grand juries and 
1511 are pending. 

Out of the 1745 cases laid before grand jaries only 451 
or roughly speaking, one-fourth of the total, resulted in in- 
dictments. And of persons indicted, only 46 thus far have 
been tried. / 

Trials resulted as follows: Number convicted, 17; dis- 
charged without jury action (by order of Judge or motion of 
prosecutor) 7; 95 persons pleaded guilty; total guilty by plea 
or verdict, 112; awaiting trial, 311. d 

In Kings County the grand juries heard testimony in 
1975 cases of liquor law violations. They indicted 620 persons, 
or approximately one-third, as against the one-fourth indicted 
in Manhattan. 

Of the 28 defendants actually tried, 26 were acquitted and 
only two convicted. Of the acquittals, 17 were by juries, eight 
by direction of the court and one by motion of the District 
Attorney. 

There were 48 pleas of guilty in Kings County, making 
a total of 50 persons actually punished for liquor offenses. For 
the other counties making up the greater city figures along 
this line, were as follows: Queens—violations charged 340; 
presented to grand juries 237; indictments found, 34; or about 
one-seventh; trials held, 18; convictions, 18 or 100 per cent. 

Bronx: Violations charged, 796, presented to grand juries 
333; indictments found, 176; less than one-half; trials, 73; con- 
victions, 11; oor about one-seventh; acquittals, 65; pleas of 
guilty, 65. 

Richmond: Violations charged, 50; indictments, 25; or 
one-half; conviction 1; pleas of guilty, 8 , - 


Judges Decide in Jersey. - 
In New Jersey the procedure of trying liquor cases is en- 
tirely different from that which prevails on the New York side 
of the Hudson. There a liquor offender may not have a trial 
by jury. Under the Van Ness Act; introduced by a woman— 
the County Judges hear liquor cases and render verdicts. 
Up to date, 265 cases have been tried in this fashion in 
Jersey City and Hoboken, both of which are in Hudson County. 
More than 200 of the defendants have been found guilty. About 
150 cases have been scheduled for trial in Newark, which is in 
Essex County, but few have come into court, and in most 
cases the result was. acquittal, because of insufficient evi- 
dence. The reason for delay in Newark is that the Van Ness 
Act is under fire on the ground of its constitutionality, The 
Supreme Court has upheld it and the final decision will soon be 
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reached by the Court of Errors and Appeals. .

PULITZER TROPHY MEET IN ST. LOUIS. 

St. Louis can secure the aerial race for the Pulitze 
Trophy next year. The Aero Club of America, in : 
letter from Chairman Bragg of the Contest Commit 
tee, announces it will be glad to consider a proposa: 
from this city. According to Albert Bond Lambert, 
a vice president of the aero club, 5t. Louis can effec- 
tively stage the contest at the flying field at Bridge- 
ton, St. Louis County. The expense of the meet is 
estimated at $50,000. 

The Pulitzer Trophy, donated by Ralph Pulitzer, 
Joseph Pulitzer Jr. and Herbert Pulitzer, is designed 
to promote speed in flying. It has been contested 


twice—first in 1920, at Mineola, Long Island, when 
the winner, Capt. Mosley, covered the distance of 132 
mijes at a speed of almost three miles a minute; at 
the second meet in Omaha, last year, the winner, 
Bert Acosta, flew at the rate of 176.9 miles an hour 
over.a triangular course. The 192-2 contest will be 
held at Detroit. 

The Pulitzer Trophy contests, as explained in the 
news columns of the Post-Dispatch yesterday, are rec- 
ognized as aerial classics. The ablest aviators com- 
pete in them. They are watched and closely studied 
by aviation experts. They draw immense crowds. 
Capt. Mosley’s victory was watched by 40,000.

What the public of today demands 
is material that is collected, selected and 
organized. By that I mean that instead 
of groping for poetical expressions, mod- 
ern reporters seek to verify the truth of 
their articles. This is one of the reasons 
that apologies for misstatements §fre- 
quently seen in the newspapers of 20 
years ago have almost entirely disap- 
peared from the modern newspaper. 

There is no doubt that conditions are 
daily becoming better and that methods 
of education, of which the style of news 
reporting is one, are constantly progress- 
ing and keeping in accordance with the 
spirit of the times.

2221 Locust street, where dependent 
women and children can be housed

Christopher M. Spencer of New 
Britain, Conn., was 
domain of American invention. 
patented scores of important me- 
chanical devices, including the Spen- 
cer repeating rifle and a shotgun, 
an automatic thread spooling ma- 
chine, a steam automobile, a drop 
forge and other types of implements 
and machinery. 

Born June 20, 1833, at South Man- 
chester, Conn., young Spencer began 
the study of mechanics in 1846 un- 
der his grandfather, who had been 


an artilleryman and armorer in the 


war of 1812. 
During the Civil War he taught 
Abraham Lincoln how to handle the 


new Spencer rifle, 200,000 of which |

were subsequently supplied to 
Union army. He dined with Gen. 
Grant and Admiral Foote on the 
latter’s flagship two days before the 
Union fleet ran the batteries at 


Vicksburg. 


Was a stationary steam engine. La- 
ter Spencer became a _ locomotive 
machinist for the New York Central 
‘at Rochester, N. Y., and from 1854 
to 1857 was a gunsmith in the Colt 
Armory at Hartford, Conn. It was 
while studying drafting under 
‘Hezekiah Conant of Hartford, that 
Spencer invented an automatic 
thread spooling machine 
the American thread industry. Two 
years later he patented a 
loading repeating rifle using metal- 
lic cartridges. 

From 1862 to 1866 he was en- 
‘@Baged at the front in instructing 
Union troops in the use of the new 
weapon. During the period 1868 to 
1876 Spencer developed various 
drop forging processés and also an 
automatic screw machine, the re- 
sult of which was to obviate hand 
labor. 

In 1880 he invented a “pump,” or 
“trombone” action repeating rifle 
and shotgun, and three years later 
traveled through Europe with his 
partner, Albert Bierstadt, demon- 


istrating the weapon before the mili- 


tary authorities of England, France, 
Italy, Austria and Germany. 

Spencer maintained a youthful 
interest in all new problems to the 
last. When 87 years old he took up 
the study of aviation and soon had 
made more than 20 flights.
